Peace Talks 
Stalled by 
Prestige

PARIS (AP) - The wrangle 


over prestige symbols threatens 
to delay indefinitely the start of 
the 
enlarged 
Vietnam peace 


talks. 


Some American officials who 


once were confident that the 
talks would get under way early 
this week now appear to have 
lost hope of starting before the 
end of the year. Some western 
diplomats from other countries 
think the deadlock might contin- 
ue until President-elect Nixon's 
inauguration Jan. 20. 


In a two-hour meeting Tues- 


day,

Vance and Col. Ha Van Lau of 
North 
Vietnam 
deadlocked 


again over such prestige issues 
as the shape of the conference 
table and the speaking order at 
the first meeting. 


Vance 
and 
Lau also ex- 


changed strongly worded pro- 
tests over air and artillery ac- 
tivity in North Vietnam and the 
demilitarized zone, but both ap- 
peared more concerned with the 
dispute over procedure for the 
talks than with the protests. 


The 
United States earlier 


turned down Hanoi's proposal 
that the conference meet at a 
square table, an arrangement 
which would symbolize that the 
delegation' from the Viet Cong's 
National Liberation Front was 
on an equal basis with the dele- 
gallons from the United States 
and North Vietnam. 


Although this would also give 


Saigon's delegation a side of its 
own and would thus undercut 
the NLF's contention that the 
Saigon government is a bunch 
of U.S. puppets who don't repre- 
sent the South Vietnamese peo- 
ple, the United States rejected 
the square table. Instead it de- 
manded a two-sided confronta- 
tion, with the Communists on 
one long side of a rectangular 
table and the Americans and 
Saigon representatives on *the 
other. 


If a square table was unac- 


ceptable, Lau said Tuesday, the 
conference could meet, at four 
separate tables, equally spaced 
and arranged in a diamond or 
circular formation. But Vance 
rejected this.

U.S. Thinks 
Most Areas 
Are Secure

SAIGON (AP) - The u.s. 


Mission today claimed that 73.3 
per cent of the population of 
South Vietnam is living in rela- 
tively secure areas controlled 
by the Saigon government. It 
was the most optimistic report 
on 
the pacification program 


ever given. 


From the fighting fronts, the 


U.S. Command reported another 
American artillery attack on the 
demilitarized zone Tuesday aft- 
er North Vietnamese 
troops 


there fired on a small U.S. re- 
connaissance plane. The plane 
was not hit, but the command 
said 
the American fire 
de- 


stroyed five bunkers. 


The U.S. and South Vietname- 


se commands reported ground 
clashes up and down the coun- 
try in which they said 156 ene- 
my soldiers were killed Tues- 
day. 
During the night enemy 


forces also attacked at least six 
government military bases and 
towns with mortars, cannon or 
assault troops. 
Seven South 


Vietnamese w e r e reported 
killed In the latter attacks and 
45_were wounded. 


The 
pacification 
report 


showed an increase of 3.5 per 
cent during November in the 
number of persons living in rel- 
atively secure areas. It was the 
largest monthly increase ever 
claimed. Officials attributed it 
to an intensified government 
pacification 
effort in the past 


few months coupled with an evi- 
dent withdrawal of the Viet 
Cong and North Vietnamese in 
some areas and a shift in their 
tactics. 


In many areas, for instance, 


Communist cadres are now em- 
phasizing the political war, with 
consequent lessening of military 
assaults and terrorist incidents. 
This could result in an area 


being considered more secure 
even though the number of Viet 
Cong troops or political workers 
in the area might remain un« 
changed, 


The U.S. Mission estimated 


that another 13.3 per cent of the 
South Vietnamese are living in 
"contested" hamlets, and the 
remaining 13.4 per cent are un* 
der Viet Cong control.

PHILADELPHIA (AP) — Joe 


Frazier retained his five state 
heavyweight title, but his fail- 
ure to knockout or even deck 
Oscar Bonavena Tuesday night 
rubbed some of the glamour off 
the unbeaten cliampion. 


There was no doubt that the 


24-year-old Frazier tried every 
punch in the book to try 
and 


kayo the doughty Argentina, but 
he wound up a tired, frustrated 
winner by unanimous decision 
of the two judges and referee. 


Judge Nate Lopinson scored it 


for

the

points must for the winner of a 
round, and four or less for the 
loser. Judge Dave Beloff carded 
it 72-64, and referee Joe Swee- 
ney 70-07. 


The Associated Press had 


Frazier an easy 72-63 winner 
with the count 12-3 in rounds. 


Although Frazier won.handily, 


the triumph wasn't as easy as 
the score indicated. The winner 
suffered a cut inside his lower 
lip, Ms jaw was swollen and 
needed an ice pack, and he com- 
plained of a sore right hip. 


He obviously was tired from 


the 
longest 
and apparently 


toughest of his 22-fight career. 


The strong-jawed challenger, 


a bull of a man with hearr to 
match, left the ring with both 
eyes almost shut and blood jut- 
ting from cuts about the eyes. 
His nose was red and he looked 
a loser. 


The 26-year-old Bonavena did 


not protest the verdict that de- 
prived Mm of a chance to lift 
Frazier's five-state title— New 
York, Massachusetts, Pennsyl- 
vania, Illinois, and Maine. 


"I thought the fight was clos- 


er than the decision," he said. 
"He is not the master. I'm satis- 
fied with the decision but disap- 
pointed." 


Bonavena confirmed the fight 


he fought— his back to the ropes 
attempting to beat off the driv- 
ing Frazier with counterpunches 
—when he observed, "I 
was 


looking for enough room to get 
in one good shot. But Frazier 
was crowding me and I couldn't 
find my way." 


The 3-1 favored PMladelphia 


weighed 203 and Bonavena 207 
for their second meeting in two 
years. 


Although 
Bonavena 
once 


again went the distance with 
Frazier—only one other fighter 
lias managed this—the Argen- 
tine couldn't duplicate his rvvo- 
knockdown feat of the losing 
split decision of 19GG. 


Bonavena had some problem 


with locating Ms punches in le- 
gal areas. Four times he was 
warned by Sweeney to lift his 
blows and he had the eighth 
round taken away for Mtting be- 
low the belt. Yank Durham, 
manager of Frazier, felt Swee- 
ney was too lenient, didn't warn 
or penalize enough. 


Frazier's record now is 22-0 


with 19 knockouts, and Bonuve- 
na's 36-5 with 27 knockouts. 


Watcliing the fight was Cas- 


sius Clay, considered champion 
in many parts of the world de- 
spite his Selective Service prob- 
lem. Jimmy Ellis of Louisville, 
Ky., is the World Boxing Asso- 
ciation cliampion, recognized in 
most states. 


It was upon Ellis that Durham 


and Frazier swelled in their

fight interview.

Marvin Miller, executive di» 


rector of the Major League 
Players Association, said the 
players group had informed the 
owners it was opposed to the 
new rule prior to its passage. 


the players group, Miller 


said, told the owners "that since 
the rule was inconsistent with 
the basic agreement between 
the 
players association, we 


would, If it were passed, take 
legal steps to enjoin its per- 
formance," 


"In response," Miller said, 


"the owners' representatives in- 
formed our committee that the 
proposed rule was a suggestion 
of only one club, that it did not 
represent the sentiment of most 
of the clubs and, therefore, 
there was no reason for us to 
become exercised about It.

Nixon did not want him. 


"The governor dropped a lot 


of hints that he was available, 
but he was too proud to ask," 
one such source said. "Nixon 
simply did not want to take the 
hints." 


At one point, during a face-to- 


face talk between the two erst- 
while rivals for the Republican 
presidential 
nomination, Nixon 


made 
what 
one source 
de- 


scribed as "a passing refer- 
ence" to the United Nations am- 
bassadorship. 


But, 
the source said, this 


came at a point when they had 
agreed that Rockefeller could 
give the strongest support to the 
new 
GOP 
administration by 


continuing to serve as governor 
of New York. Therefore Rocke- 
feller did not regard this as a 
job offer. 


As 
Nixon prepares to an- 


nounce his Cabinet selections, 
the public postures of the two 
men 
regarding 
Rockefeller's 


omission from the list have been 
carefully set, 


Rockefeller has said and will 


say that he really believes he 
can be of maximum public serv? 
ice by staying on as governor, 
Nixon will say that he would 
have been 
delighted to have 


Rockefeller's 
services but de« 


f erred to his wishes. 


Behind the facade of these 


comments, however, a different 
story unfolded in the weeks sue* 
ceeding Nixon's election. 


Authentic sources say this is 


what happened: 


OH election night, Rockefeller 


went to Nixon's headquarters at 
New York's Waldorf Astoria ho- 
tel to congratulate him on his 
impending victory and was told 
that

telephoned Rockefeller 


and thanked him warmly fur bis 
campaign support. There was 
no mention of a Cabinet post. 


During the next few days, in 


thoughts following Eisenhower's 
seizure "turned to Bill Rogers" 
as the one man whose judgment 
he most respected. 


Rogers, tall, blond and youth*

Their paths crossed again 


after Nixon came to Washington 
as a freshman congressman aft- 
er the war and Rogers joined 
the staff of the Senate war in* 
vestigating subcommittee, later 
becoming Its chief counsel. 


Rogers quickly established a 


reputation as a relentless prose- 
cutor of graft and suspected 
Communists 
in 
government, 


adding to early experience he 
had gained as an assistant in 
1938 to New York's racket-bust- 
ing district attorney, Thorns E. 
Dewey. 


He left the government in 


1950, but returned two years lat- 
er when Elsenhower entered the 
White House, joining the Justice 
Department under another Dew- 
ey man, Herbert Brownell. 


The Nixon-Rogers relations hip 


flowered In the following years 
as Rogers spread a growing re- 
putation into the field of anti- 
trust enforcement, court reform 
and civil rights. 


He was credited with coaxing 


passage of the 1957 civil rights 
act out of a reluctant Congress, 
although It brought him a few 
enemies among Southern Demo- 
crats. 


Rogers became attorney gen- 


eral when Brownell resigned in 
1957 
and stayed on until Nixon 


was defeated in the 1960 presi- 
dential election by John F. Ken- 
nedy. 


During the campaign Rogers 


played a key role and was re- 
garded as The Man behind the 
scenes. 


Rogers, a graduate of Cornell 


University Law School and na- 
tive of Norfolk, N.Y., IBS prac- 
ticed law in New York City 
since 1960 with a firm that has 
handled some international mat- 
ters.

WASHINGTON (AP) - As an 


aftermath of the West Virginia 
coal mine disaster, the federal 
government is ordering its in- 
spectors to increase five-fold the 
number of spot inspections and 
to scrap a rule that could tip off 
mines to pending checks. 


In addition, the Bureau of 


Mines new director, John F. 
O'Leary, said he was setting up 
machinery so miners fearful a 
mine is unsafe may secretly re- 
quest an inspection. 


On Thursday--less than a 


month after 78 miners were en- 
tombed 
by explosions at the 


Farmington, W. Va., mtne- 
some 200 representatives of in- 
dustry, labor, government and 
the public are to meet in Wash- 
ington for a coal mine safety 
conference. 


Secretary of Interior Stewart 


L. Udall is expected to disclose 
a proposed administration coal 
bill that would give the Bureau 
of Mines authority to set safety 
standards for Coal Mines. 


Udall also is expected to ac- 


knowledge that the government 
has not done all it could under 
existing law to prevent such dis- 
asters as struck the Farmtngton 
mine. 


O'Leary, 42, a career man 


who took over as Bureau of 
Mines director only a month be- 
fore November's mine disaster 
said In an interview he didn't 
think the bureau had the proper 
enforcement authority over coal 
mines. 


response to newsmen's ques- 
tions, Rockefeller allowed that 
he would give "serious consider- 
ation" to a Cabinet offer.

n Little Rock they have be- 
gun beating the drums for a 
projected tax increase which 


0ov, Rockefeller says should to* 
tal 90 million dollars, But if the 
current experience in Louisiana 
be any criterion then what we 
are hearing in Arkansas Is Just 
a lot of guff, 


Gov. McKeithen handed what 


he called an emergency tax pack- 
age to the Louisiana legislature 
and the legislature rejected It 
almost totally, The lawmakers 
struck down all tax proposals 
hitting the general public, en- 
acting only minor levies against 
corporations and the like. 


It was a total disaster for Gov, 


McKeithen, and I doubt that any 
better treatment awaits Gov. 
Rockefeller's program when our 
legislators come to consider it 
after double-checking with the 
people— 
which legislators in- 


variably do before voting on tax 
increases. 


Some citizens are against 


taxes, period. But your editor 
is not one of these, I was an 
eclitortal advocate of a sales 
tax back in 1933 and 1934 when 
real estate values and ad va- 
lorem assessments and taxes 
were prostrate because of the 
1929-33 depression. And I ap- 
peared personally before the 
House Committee on Revenue 
and Taxation In February 1935 
to speak in behalf of the ori- 
ginal Hall 2 per cent state sales 
tax bill, which was enacted in 
March 1935. 


But today I am opposed to In- 


creasing the sales tax, whether 
by raising the percentage rate 
or broadening the base upon 
which it is levied, "Broadening 
the base" is one of the abuses of 
the sales tax which I'll des- 
cribe to you. It simply means 
extending the tax beyond the In- 
dividual consumer, who was the* 
sole target of the original Hall 
bill, to Aft over*increastngJM 
of business firms. "The re~sW 
is double-taxation of the Indi- 
vidual 
taxpayer— he pays not 


only his Individual sales tax on 
goods he has bought but also 
his suppliers' intermediate sales 
tax which is passed on to him in 
higher retail prices. 


A prime example of suchabuse 


was the case of Hope's municipal 
electric plant which was ordered 
to pay sales tax on the natural 
gas It consumed to generate 
electricity although the con- 
sumer paid sales tax on the very 
electricity that the gas produced. 
Ttiis sort of double taxation went 
on until Hope began purchasing 
electricity from Arkansas Power 
& Light Co. and shut down Its 
generating plant. 


Such doubtful procedures have 


cast suspicion on the justice of 
the whole sales tax system, 
Starting as a burden which falls 
heaviest on the poorer class of 
citizens, the sales tax has been 
steadily expanded, revoking the 
exemption ol food and clothing 
and medicine when the rate was 
still 2 per cent, then raising 
the rate itself to 3 per cent in 
1957. 


Meanwhile, nothing much has 


been done to make real property 
carry its fair share of toe tax 
burden. The man who has most 
ol his estate tied up in real pro- 
perty asks, with some justice, 
Why his tax base should be re* 
formed upward when almost noth- 
ing is done about taxing the 
citizen who owns intangibles such 
as stocks and bonds? Obviously 
we might follow the lead ol 
Florida, which assesses real 
property at 100 per cent of mar* 
ket value, and at the same time

( NEA)— There is hardly any 
point to be humble about it. 
After all, if you suddenly be- 
came the world's second- 
fastest driver (of an electric 
car), would you allow this 
significant event to be for- 
ever lost in history? 
, Well, perhaps you would 
and, thinking about it now, 
several days after the near- 
record breaking run on the 
Bonneville Salt Flats, per- 
haps I would, too. 


Actually, 119.5 miles per 


hour 
is nothing to crow 


about 
(the world's 
land 


'•. speed record is in excess of 
600 m.p.h.) unless it is re- 
called that only one man in 
the world has beaten my 
electric car mark. And his- 
torians will, no doubt, be 
quick to remember that in 
1902 the legendary Baker 
Electric hit a top of some- 
th'lh'g lite 120 ni.p.h. Bui ttiai 
was unofficial. 


My mark— and that of pro 


driver Jerry Kugel who was 
clocked at 138.7 ni.p.h. at 
Bonneville— is official since 
the United States Auto Club 
was on hand with its elec- 
tronic gadgetry. Presuma- 
bly, it is World Almanac 
material now. 


The occasion was, frankly, 


something of a publicity 
stunt. "After all," said a 
spokesman for A u t o l i t e , 
"how do you publicize some- 
thing as dreary as a bat- 
tery?" 


So the Autolite folks, on 


the eve of premiering a new 
consumer battery, invited a 
hunch of us journalists out to 
the flats to view a "run for 
the record" and also to try 
their hand at the wheel of 
the "Lead Wedge," so called 
because of the 1,800 pounds 
of lead acid batteries. 


The Autolite Wedge car 


looked something like a large 
doorstop with barely enough 
room 
for 
the 
driver 
to 


squeeze between two rows 
of 
10 batteries. 
Visibility 


was 
limited to what the 


driver could see squinting 


between 
h i s 
outstretched 


legs. 


For anyone longer than six 


feet, as I am. the Wedge is 
an updated version of an 
iron 
maiden, without 
the 


customary spikes! The ve- 
hicle is a shade less than 14 
feet long and 44 inches wide 
with B ground clearance of 
2 inches and 
an 
over-all 


height at the highest point 
of 32 inches. 


To conserve battery en- 


ergy. IJSAC approved and 
timed 
a 
"flying 
mile." 


which meant that the Wedge 
was lowed to about 60 m.p.h. 
and the driver pulled a re- 
lease and stabbed a button 
to unleash the power. 


D a n n y Eatnes, perfor- 


mance manager for Auto- 
lite, told us that such a tre- 
mendous surge of power was 
needed to propel the Wedge 
that it was necessary to re- 
charge the batteries 
after 


every run. He added hastily 
that the procedure was never 
needed for normal turnpike 
driving and that the battery 
is warranted for 48 months. 


In order to reach record 


speed, the 20 batteries had 
to reach a 90-kilowatt peak 
which overloaded the 40- 
horsepower General Electric 
motor briefly. Peak motor 
capacity during overload is 
120-hp at 8,000 r.p.m. 


The driver has a relatively 


easy time managing the car, 
freed from worrying about 
gear changes, acceleration 
and similar problems he en- 
counters driving a conven- 
tional piston-engined car. His 
only real problem—or mine, 
at least—is keeping the car 
on course. 


After I released the tow 


and pressed the "go" button, 
I was barely able to keep a 
straight line by watching a 
black runner on the track. 
After I flew through the tim- 
ing traps, things got dicey. 


The cockpit was so tight I 


wasn't able to get my foot 
on the brake (I had to jam it 
behind the brake) and, con- 
sequently, I was obliged to 
let the Wedge coast to a stop. 
And this took about four 
miles. 


Suddenly, the v e h i c l e 


pitched and rolled with a 
kind of mechanical DTs. I 
had lost the black runner 
somewhere and was coast- 
ing along erratically into the 
trackless wastes of the salt 
without benefit of a suspen- 
sion system. Finally, the 
beast 
stopped 
and 
as *I 


struggled out of the hot box 
I was surrounded by a half- 
dozen rather amused grins. 
The vehicle was about 40 feet 
off course. 


While Jerry Kugel beat 


my time by about 18 m.p.h., 
the West Coast motorsports 
contingent to the flats stood 
vanquished by an Easterner, 
something of a switch. How 
Tom Madigan of Motorcade 
Magazine and Bob Kovacik 
of Sports Car Graphic ex- 
plain THIS to their readers 
will be interesting. 


Since Autolite now stands 


alone in the record books as 
holders of the electric car 
speed record, it stands to 
reason that the people of
